cltrol (an essence extracted from lem- 
on), Indian vervaine, or lemon ver- 
bena, with common acetone, a sub- 
stance very like pyroligneous acid. 


No chemist has been able to coun- 


terfeit musk, but a synthetic perfuma 
called musk is made from toluene a 
by-product of benzine and coal tar. 
This Is changed to a complex car- 
buret, ' treated with azotic and sul- 
phuric acids, is diluted and sold as 
musk. 


Most of the cheap perfumes are Im- 


itations and they are almost always 
inferior to the flower extracts. Bo It 
might properly be eald that it is a 
wise flower that Knows Its own per- 
fume.
